WAS ARRESTED AT THE DEPOT 


While Waiting for the Train to Take 


Him Out of the State. 
Offi- 


cer N. J. Walsh 


Just in Time. 


The residents in the neighborhood of 


Chase avenue and North Holden street 
were considerably excited Friday evening 
over an outrageous assault committed by 
Patrick Sullivan of Bracewell avenue on 
David, the 16-years-old son of David Beck 
of 20 Chase avenue. The boy, with a 
number of companions, was standing on 
the aidewalk in front of Sullivan's house 
engaged in boys talk. Without apparent 
cause Sullivan rushed aroqnd the corner 
of his house having in his hand a four- 
foot iron bar, which he threw into the 
crowd of youngsters. 


The bar struck Beck's btcyle, against 


which he was leaning, knocking it over. 
Beck stooped to recover the wheel and 
Sullivan, getting the bar into his posses- 
sion again, struck him on the head with 
ib. The boy fell like a log, with blood 
streaming trom a gash two inches in 
length in his forehead. Sullivan fled into 
his house and a crowd of angry and ex- 
cited neighbors quickly assembled. The 
lad was avBisted to his home near by and 
Dr. Hobble wad hurrldly summoned. In 
the excitement Sullivan made good his 
escape. A number of people who had 
witnessed the assault, persuaded Mr. 
Beck to obtain a warrant for Sullivan's 
arrest. The warrant had not been left at 
the police station but a few moments be- 
fore Officer N. J. Walsh, whose beat in- 
cluded the depot, arrived with Sullivan 
in hand. The prisoner was locked np, 
charged with assault with a dangerous 
weapon. When arrested he showed un- 
mistakable signs of having indulged In 
strong drink and largely to that is his 
brutal act attributed. 


Sullivan had purchased a ticket to Hoo- 


sick Falls, N. Y., and was waiting in a 
darkened corner outside the station for 
the arrival of the S o'clock train. A 
friend of Officer Walsh happened alpog 
and told him of the assault, and Sullivan 
was promptly arrested. The information 
was very timely, for had it come two 
minutes later Sullivan would have been 
on his way to New York state. 


Dr. Hobble found the injury a serious 


one but thinks the skull has not been 
fractured, as was at first feared. The lad 
had worn his cap on the back of his head 
and, as the force of the blow was some- 
what checked by the visor, it IB believed 
that alone prevented more serious, if not 
a fatal injury.

The license commbjsionera met Friday 


evening at tha city hall to alga the 
icenws. The liquor dealers appeared be- 
fore the comtniiuionere and presented to 
them the following petition signed by all 
the aaioon keepers and hotel men in the 
city. 


The Petition. 


To THB HONORABI.EB BOARD OP LI- 


CENSE COMMKSIONEBB OF THB ClTT 
OP NORTH ADAHS. 


We, the undersigned, citizens and liquor 


dealers of the city of North Adams, re- 
spectfully represent that the action of 
your board in refusing to grant un fourth- 
class licenses will be BO injnriouH to our 
business that it will be Impoiaible for us 
to pay the fee charged for a first-class li- 
cense and gain a livlihood oat of the holi- 
ness, but knowing and understanding that, 
the selling of beer and alea In pails and 
other quantities, not to be drunk on the 
premises, is injurious to oar business as 
well as to good morals, we hereby agree 
that if your Honorable Board will grant 
to us the fourth-class licensee that we will 
not sell beer and ale in any qauntity or 
quantities not to be drunk on the prem- 
ises, and we will further agree that a vio- 
ion of this condition shall be a sufficient 
cause for tbe revocation of a license. 


We sincerely hope that to this question 


of reconsidering your action in refusing to 
grant fourth-class licenses to the liquor 
dealers of North Adams, you will give 
careful consideration, for,, as we have 
stated before, this action renders the busi- 
ness an absolutely profitless one and ex- 
remely hard to control so as to conform 
to the laws. 


The dealers said the new arrangement 


would take all the profit out of the busi- 
ness and they felt that the fourth class 
license should be restored or the price of 
the first class reduced. They did not see 
how they conld afford to pay ¥2000 for a 
first class license. 


The commissioners told tue dealers they 


could not change their decision, that 
night at least, and so the matter was left. 
The licenses that had been granted were 
signed and left with the city clerk "to be 
given out this morning, but none were 
called for except the druggists' licenses, 
The hotel bars and all of the salooaafwere 
closed today till about noon. 
Then the 


saloon men gave in and hustled for license. 


The dealers say there may be a few 


men in the city who could stand It to pay 
£2,000 for a first class license, but that 
moat of them, could not, and that they 
had decided to stand together in the 
matter.
